Motor Carriers’ Help May 
Be Placed Under I. C. C. 


An order has been sent to the 
Merchants’ Association of New 
York by the interstate commerce 
commission wherein it is revealed 
the commission will shortly deter- 
mine whether it shall extend the 
jurisdiction which it has previously 
exercised over the hours of service 
of drivers for motor carriers to 
other employes of those motor car- 
riers, whether common or contract 
carriers, or private carriers, who 
are engaged in interstate com- 
merce. 


Wage-Hour Law Praised 


Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins opened the fifth national con- 
ference on labor legislation with a 
statement of high praise for the 
new wage-hour law, “While it was 
too early to evaluate fully the ef- 
fect of the fair labor standards 
act, there is no reason to doubt ifs 
ultimate contribution to social and 
economic betterment of this coun- 
try,” the secretary said. 


Nation's Health Good 


Health of the nation in 1938 as 
measured by its mortality rate, was 
described by the United States pub- 
lic health service this week as bet- 
ter than at any time in the past 
five years. 

The federal agency ascribed this 
condition in part to the advance of 
plans for low-cost medical care, 
provided mainly through workers’ 
cooperatives.

Clean Beer and

The Beer Coil Cleaners of the 
Plumbers’ Union, Local 444, are in- 


troducing a card system to be dis- | 


played in the taverns showing the 
regularity of service to the beer 
equipment, 

This card is stamped and dated 
every time the equipment is sery- 
iced showing whether the coils are 
cleaned once or twice a week or 
when the tavern owner thinks it 
necessary. 

It has long been a problem of 
the public drinking draught beer 
in the various taverns to know 
when they are receiving a clean, 
healthful beverage. 

Beer being as susceptable as milk 
to contamination, can be very in- 
jurious to the health if drawn 
through “dirty” equipment, but the 
public has had no way of knowing 
whether or not the equipment from 
which the beer has been drawn is 
kept in a sanitary condition. To 
serve a good glass of beer it is 
necessary to thoroughly clean and 
sterilize the coils regularly at 
least once a week.

Shoe Workers’ Average 
Weekly Pay Is $21.33 


New York Employes Get 
Higher Average, $26.20; 
Pennsylvania, $16.20, Is Lowest 


Working men and women who 
make most of the shoes worn by 
130,000,000 millions of people in the 
United States (and some for the 
export trade) are certainly not paid 
wages high enough to enable them 
to purchase many of the luxuries 
of life. This fact is strikingly re- 
vealed in the report of Miss Mary 
Anderson, diregtor of the children’s 
bureau, to Secretary oft* Labor 
Frances Perkins, that the #verage 
weekly wage is only $21.33. 

The report, covering poth -wages 
and hours in the shoe industry, will 
be used by the public contracts di- 
vision of the labor department to

A significant feature of the re- 
port is the fact that those who own 
and operate the shoe factories of 
the United States impose lower 
wages on women workers than on 
men. The average woman worker 
was paid only $17.10 per week, 
which is but 70 per cent of the aver- 
age earnings of men, Miss Ander- 
son said. ‘ 


Minimum Wage for N. Y. 


Candy Workers 


Industrial Commissioner Frieda 
S. Miller has set a minimum weekly 
wage of $14 - for 
workers in this state, with a basic 
hourly minimum wage of 35 cents. 
Rates higher than these must be 
paid for a short work week. From 
September 1 to April 1, which cov- 
ers the two busy seasons of four 
months before Christmas and 10 
weeks before Easter, all workers 
working three days a week or less 
must be paid not less than $10 a 
week. 

The busy season is taken ac- 
count of in overtime. Ordinarily, 
workers are paid time and a half 


for overtime. In the two periods 
mentioned, however, they may 
work 40 hours at their regular 


wage, 4 hours at an increase of 10 
per cent above the regular wage, 
and time and a half pay begins at 
44 hours.

J. Warren Madden, chairman of 
the national labor relations bo&rd, 
says that the members of that 
board are opposed to any changes 
or amendments to the law at this 
time. He made this statement 
after a call by the NLRB on Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, though emphasiz- 
ing that the subject was not dis- 
cussed at that visit, 

William Green, of the A. F. of L., 
commenting on Madden’s state- 
ment, said: 

“Because of maladministration 
by the national labor relations 
board, we think it imperative that 
the act be amended.”

Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stable- 
men and Helpers’ Union, No. 78, 
finalized a closed shop agreement 
with the Yellow and Checker Tax- 
icab company of Little Rock, Ark., 
which ended the nine mont 
strike against the company. 

In addition to the closed shop 
provision the contract calls for the 
reinstatement in their former posi- 
tions with seniority ratings of all 
men who were discharged and who 
voluntarily ceased employment due 
to the discharge of their 
workers. They received a five per 
cent increase in wages subject to a 
guarantee based upon the earnings 
of the company at the expiration 
of three months.

Other Agreements 

Other agreements signed by the 
union are with the Wholesale Fruit 
and Produce Merchants’ associa- 
tion of Alameda county covering 
some 200 workers; grocery delivery 
drivers’ association, covering 
odd employes and the Tobacco Dis- 
tributors of Alameda county cov- 
ering 50 employes. 


Negotiations are now under way 
with other Alameda county em- 
ployers and from all indications 
these employers will soon sign the 
union working agreement, Irvin 
said. 

The union, through negotiations, 
have been successful in bringing 


about wage increases for 80 per 
cent of its membership with an 
average of eight less working 


hours per week. 

All agreements continue in oper- 
ation for a period of one year. 

In the signing of the Durkee 
Famous Food agreement Charles 
C. Adams, labor relations counsel- 
lor, represented the company. 


AFL Union Wins School 
Custodial Employes’ Vote

OREGON LAW 


HITS WORKERS 


A. F. of L. Will Test 
Before U. S. Supreme 
Court Validity of Measure 


The success of the anti-labor 
groups in Oregon in mobilizing 
enough votes in the recent 
election to pass an initiative 


measure ‘regulating’ trade 
union activities to the point of de- 
the organized labor 
movement in that state will un- 
doubtedly be thwarted by the de- 
termination of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to take the law 
before the courts with final appeal 
to the supreme court of the United 
States.

A special called meeting of the 
general executive board of the 
State Building and Construction 
Trades Council of California was 
held. November 19, 1988. The chief 
purpose of this meeting was to 
elect a successor to the late M. F. 
Connors, who, for a number of 
years, held the office of secretary 
of the state building and construc- 
tion trades council, and whose 
funeral was held a few days pre- 
vious to the meeting. 

In selecting a successor, it was 
necessary to have some one accept 
the office who was otherwise en- 
gaged in remunerative employ- 
ment, inasmuch as there is no sal- 
ary or compensation attached 
thereto. The writer, Samuel J. 
Donohue, business representative 
of Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ Lo- 
cal, Union No, 444 U. A., was un- 
animously elected to serve in the 
capacity of secretary under the 
same conditions that prevailed dur- 
ing the term of Brother M. F. 
Connors. 

At this meeting the officers of 
the council were authorized to pre- 
pare appropriate resolution of con-

Building Boom 
Predicted 


Three Government 
Agencies Separately Show 
Rise in Home Building 


Three federal agencies in Wash- 
ington this week issued significant 
reports, each independently of the 
other, indicating that a sustained 
building boom is under way which 
will create thousands of jobs 
throughout the winter months. 


The reports came from the fed- 
eral home loan bank board, fed- 
eral housing administration and 
department of labor. Each showed 
that home construction, while ris- 
ing slowly in the early months of 
1938, shot upward in the third 
quarter and reached a level double 
that of last year by September and 
October. 

It was admitted that the index 
of building activity is still rela- 
tively low, 39.1 in September, com- 
pared to 100 for the same month 
in 1926. However, the figure was 
well above the 21.9 level of a year 
ago. 

Home Building Active 

Department of labor tabulations 
listed 197,000 new dwelling units in 
urban areas during the first nine 
months of 1937, an increase of 
30,000 over last year. Of the total, 
3,085 units were in slum clearance 
projects financed by the United 
States housing authority. 

The latter is barely getting 
under way, Nathan Straus, admin- 
istrator of the authority, explained. 
The U. S. H. A., he said, planned 
150,000 living units with present 
funds and by next fall will be mov- 
ing families into these “dwellings at 
the rate of 5,000 a month.

WAGE-HOUR LAW: Slowly fbiit 
surely, the American people aré 
creeping up to the standards of so- 
cial legislation long enforced ip 
most European countries. Many 
the new deal policies are dirg 
taken from established old wo 
customs—that have been proven. 
Thurman Arnold, one of America’s 
most progressive scholars, long 
ago predicted many of the changes 
that have taken place during the 
last half a decade. Let’s hope that 
the president appoints him to one 
of the several probable vacancies 
sure to come up in the supreme 
court during 1939. 


Although Thanksgiving day has 
gone by, American workmen 
should note the tremendous up- 
heaval taking place in France, and 
be thankful for, and more fully 
realize the excellent conditions that 
exist in most of the industries that 
flourish within our borders. 


And still another phase under 
this heading—that of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s great program for bringing 
up-to-date a badly antiquated army 
and navy. The pro’s and con’s have 
been going strong on this latest of 
issues. 


It seems to this columnist that 
the president’s policy is indeed a 
wise one for several reasons, 

First, and of utmost importance, 
such a rearmament program will 
undoubtedly insure the peace of 
the United States and enable our 
statesmen to preserve the sanctity 
of the Monroe doctrine from the 
very evident threat of an envious 
Germany and some of her allies. 

Secondly and of equal importance 
to millions who would reap imme- 
diate benefits of employment and 
rehabilitation, would be steady 
work and regular pay checks. 

Thirdly, industry that would be 
directly affected would prosper, 
and not alone, for all industry 
would gain in the increased de- 
mand for their commodities, 

Fourth, the president’s plan of 
putting men to work now, thus re- 
lieving the country of the relief 
burden, to some degree, seems far 
more advisable than that now be- 
ing pursued in a _ panic-stricken 
France, whose Premier Daladier 
has seen fit to increase the work- 
ing hours. 

And as we follow, Wage-Hour 
Administrator Andrews around the 
country we can’t help but get the 
familiar picture of the baby, as it 
first starts to walk. Mr. Andrews 
has a definite objective, and a fine 
idealistic program set up for him, 
but he is still in the “walking: 
crawling’ stage. But as the sym- 
bol—the babe, grows to strength

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TEXTILE WORKERS’ PAY 
RAISED BY WAGES ACT 


A report submitted to Secretary 
of Labor Perkins by Commissioner 
of Labor Statistics Isador Lubin 
showed that about 35,000, or about 
one-tenth, of the workers in cotton 
mills of the United States received 
wage increases as a result of the 
25-cent-an-hour minimum fixed by 
the wages and hours law. Almost 
all of the workers benefited were 
in mills in the southern states, 

“Workers in cotton textile mills 
averaged 38.3 cents an hour in Au- 
gust and September, 1938,” the re- 
port stated. “This represents a de- 
crease of about 9 per cent from the 
average of 42 cents an hour which 
preyailed in May, 1937. The de- 
crease resulted from rather wide- 
spread wage reductions in north- 
ern cotton mills in January and 
February and decreases in south- 
ern mills during the late spring 
and summer. 

“In contrast with the general 
average of 38.3 cents per hour in 
August, 1938, for the industry as a 
whole, the average hourly earnings 
in northern mills was 44.6 cents, 
while the average in southern mills 
was 36.5 cents.”

Machines Take 
Labor's Place 


Also Make the Workers’ 
Skill Commercially 
Valueless, WPA Finds 


The displacement of human 


and the destruction of the 
market value of skilled labor are 
the inevitable results of the wide- 


spread introduction of measure- 
ment devices and automatic con- 
trol instruments in industry, ac- 
cording to a report entitled ‘“Indus- 
trial Instruments and Changing 
Technology,” which was prepared 
by the national research project of 
the works progress administration 
and released by administrator 
Harry L. Hopkins. 

Although the report emphasizes 
that the measurement devices and 
automatic control instruments have 


labor 


“speeded up production, improved 
the quality of products, reduced 
costs and increased the _ produc- 


tivity of labor,’ there is no escap- 
ing the baneful effects of this 
process on working men and wom- 
en both in the destruction of job 
opportunities and the degradation 
of skilled labor. On these two sub- 
jects the report says: 

“Instruments in some instances 
serve as direct substitutes for la- 
bor. Relays, switches and other 
mechanisms which transfer the ac- 
tions of an instrument into auto- 
matic operations of a machine have 
eliminated manual workers. In- 
spection and handling operations 
are particularly susceptible to au- 
tomatic control in mass produc- 
tion industries. A wide variety of 
automatic devices has been applied 
in these industries to mechanized 


handling and_ visual - inspection 
tasks.” 
“The judgment of a_ trained 


workman is frequently made un- 
necessary by an instrument which 
indicates a condition so precisely 
that an unskilled operative can 
give the process the necessary at- 
tention. Where a new skill is in- 


| troduced it is likely to be of a dif- 
| ferent sort, for instance, one re- 
| quiring an ability to read meters 
}and perform calculations.”

committees persuade merchants in 


every locality “to dispense with

Ruling Bans 
Waivers For 
Overtime 


Declares Scheme Planned 
By Employers Is Plain 
Violation of Fair Labor Act 


A bluntly worded warning to em- 
ployers was issued by Elmer F. 
Andrews, administrator of the fair 
labor standards act against disre- 
garding requirements of the law 
even though prior consent has been 
obtained from the workers. The 
heavy penalties of the act will be 
applied against all such instances 
uncovered, he asserted. 


“It has come to my attention,” 
Mr. Andrews said, “that certain 
employers have been contemplat- 
ing having a waiver of overtime 
payment stamped or printed on

“Employers who may be _ pro- 
ceeding on this assumption are 
badly advised and will find them- 
selves in clear violation of the law. 
‘I can hardly believe that any 
employer would be so foolish as to 
have employes sign that they had 
worked a certain number of hours 
during a week when in fact they 


had worked longer hours. It is 
clear that any such practice, as 
well as any other falsification of 


records, constitutes a violation of 
section 15 (a) (5) and subjects the 
employer to the penalties of the 
act.” 

The provision of section 15, of 
the wage and hour act, referred 
to by Mr. Andrews, makes it un- 
lawful for any person to violate 
any of the provisions of the act re- 


quiring employers to preserve the 
records of persons employed by 
him and of the wages, hours and

ployes and railway shop laborers 
employed at the King street sta- 
tion in Seattle voted for the inter- 
national brotherhood of firemen 
and oilers, helpers, roundhouse and 
railway shop laborers, an A. F, of 
L. affiliate, operating through the 
railroad employes’ department of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
as their representative for collec- 
tive bargaining. 

In accordance with the result of 
the poll, the national mediation 
board certified the firemen and 
oilers’ brotherhood as bargaining 
agent for the power house em- 
ployes and railway shop laborers 
under the provisions of the rail- 
way labor act.
